"William , e^-Elector of iiaase-Caasel, 
whorie death a short time ago termin- 
ated the career of Ibis raaddi st ruler 
in Europe, iiis career was observable 
by everybody, and to say it was in 
every fieii.se extraordinary would be 
rising the mi It lost English. In Lis 
^singlo person ho illustrnteil incompre- 
hensible cruelty, bestiality and su- 
premo unfitness "for the station ho oc- 
cupied. On his limited stage he left 
nothing undone to justify the •wildest 
vagaries of opera bonffo, and render- 
ed such a thing as burlesque impossi- 
ble. His place was a species of ha- 
rem, wherein unnpeakahlo orgies were 
iu constant vogue. .Loitering in Brun 
in tko year 18J31), he fell in with a 
pretty barmaid, the wife of a Prussian 
officer. Ho paid the pretty frau such 
Assiduous court that in a week alio ea- 
'pituhitod. procured a separation from 
her husband, and became tho mor- 
ganatic wife of the Prince. Tho hus- 
band's grief was assuaged by 72, 0U0 
thaler* The Elector bore his treasure 
to his palace and the ex-barmaid Was 
elevated to the rank of a Countess. 
S ie was a woman of singular beauty, 
and bore her good fortune with great 
diguity. She at times exercised great 
iuauence over her husband, who was 
very proud of her, and ho once threat- 
ened a Prussian Princess with a spank- 
ing if she persisted iu refusing to at- 
tend liis wiiV.t soiree-. On ouo oc- 
casion, however, ho became enrag- 
ed with his wife, and, in a crowd- 
ed asscmbl), with all the represen- 
tatives of foreign governments present 
he castigated her in the manner usu- 
ally adopted Ly muscular mothers 
with offending youngsters. Ho then 
proceeded to lecture the ladies pre- 
sent, vflinarkiii<y parenthetically to the 
gentlemen that it' all husbands would 
manayo their wives after his method, 
tkero would be loss insubordination iu 
families. Hi taxed his subjects ex- 
travagantly, 11 < 1 showed utter con- 
tempt for the autltbrity of the Federal 
Diet. He once refused to see his 
Mfmstora 1 on some important business 
because he was engaged at the opera, 
and he had the opera played twice 
over to vex his patient statesmen, lie 
once injured his leg in kicking a foot- 
man who endeavored to prevent the 
Elector from chastising his wife. He 
used occasionally to lash his children 
until their Jiash ran blood at every 
pore. Within a 'ow years, becoming 
displeased with something done, by 
his eldest son, Pi ince Morris, who is 
an officer in the Austrian army, he sent 
for hint at the dead of night, and, 
stripping his uniform from him, he 
proceeded to administer to this youth 
of twenty-three or twenty-four the 
flaggellat'ion of a boy of ten, on his 
bare back. Peprivou of his domains 
by Prussia; tho disoomfitled Elector 
retired to. the Austrian Province of 
Bohemia, and in Prague passed tho 
remainder of his days. His private 
fortune exceeded $7UU,'»00 a year.

Falsificatiou. 

Whenever argument ami fuct fail our 
local contemporary, nnd tbat is by no 
means seldom, it betakes itself to tho 
regions of fiction ami falsehood with a 
facility rarely if ever equalled in journal- 
ism. In its leading article of yesterday 
the following passage occurred: — 

"By the Edgar proposals, had (hey 
been aooepted, tho Dominion Govern- 
mont, after the waggon road and" tele- 
graph lino were completed alonK the 
-whole length of the railway in Briii-h 
Columbia, would have been bound to 
upaud a minimum amount of $1,50U,QUO 
annually upon railway oomstruetiou 
intkilt the Province, Wtliull, of Oimrsvi, 
would have included the expeaditure.H,uii 
the Island. By the new terms the island 
railway is a separate affair and not in- 
cluded in the condition by which the 
Dominion Government is bound to spend 
two inillious per annum. Tlio tirst con- 
dition is, to build a railway from Esqni 
malt to Nanaimo, on Vancouver Island, 
aud to begin the work immediately; ami 
tho second is, after tho location of the 
line, tho expenditure of two millions per 
annum 011 the Mainland." 

Incredible as it may seem, it is never 
theloss 11 fact that at tho very timo this 
passage was written its author had be 
fore him indubitable proof that both 
propositions were false! Turning to the 
oIBcial correspondence just published by 
the Provincial Government, we find the 
proposals made through Sir. Edgar thus 
anmmnrized in an Order of the Privy 
Council of Canada, approved by the Gov- 
ernor General, dated 17th September, the 
very samodocume.it from \vhich_quota- 
tions are made in tho article: — 

1. To build a railway from E-quimalt 
to Nanaimo, on Vancouver Island, in ex- 
•ess of the Terms of Union, and to begin 
the work immediately. 

2. To commence tlio construction of 
the railway on the Mainland tu soon ax 
the surteyn could be completed, and to ex 
pend ou the work not less man one and a 
half millions annually. 

3. To take the necessary steps, mean 
while, to becure the construction of u tel 
egraph Jine across the continent on the 
located line for the railway, at tho same 
time cutting out tho railway track and 
building thereon a trail or road, which 
would become available as part of the 
permanent works. 

Turn we now to "tho new torni«,'' ns 
detailed in Lord Carnarvon's final des- 
patch to Lord Duffjrin, and we Had the 
following: — 

"That 2,000,000 dollars a year, and not 
1,500,000 dollars, shall be the minimum 
expenditure on railway works within the 
Province from the date at which tho sur- 
reys a.e Sufficiently completed to enable 
that amount to be expended ou construe 
tion." 

Now, by coinpnring tlieso official, and 
thoroughly reli ible, statements with the 
extract first above ^iven, the reader will 
st once perceivo that the organ of the 
Provincial Government has deliberately 
end flagitiously falsified both the term.-, 
offered through Mr. Ed^ar and those oh 
tained through Lord Carnarvon for the 
purpose of creating a contrast favorable 
to the latter. Tim extraordinary terneri 
ty of the act only tends to indicate the 
depth to which our contemporary has 
reached in its long career of misrepre- 
sentation. It will ha noticed that the 
facts are exactly reversed. The Edgai 
minimum of u million and » half vuo to 
have been expended on railway works on 
the Mainland and to date' from tlio com- 
pletion of surveys. The Carnarvon mini- 
mum is to be expended ou railway works 
teithln the Province — date of commence- 
ment extremely hazy. If the simultane- 
ous, commencement at several points lie- 
yond tho Cascades provided for in the 
Edgar proposals be kept in view, their 
superiority, as adapted to the exigeuces 
of the Mainland, cannot but bo apparent ; 
aud if tho additional fact In borne in 
mind that Mr. Mackenzie was only wait- 
ing for the anticipated '•counter pro 
posal" from the Provincial Gouornmont, 
and is known to have been ready to raise 
the minimum to two millions besides 
otherwise materially improving tho pro- 
posals submitted through Mr. Elgaratid 
never intended as more than a lir»t stop 
in negotiations, it must ho perfectly oh 
▼iou* to every mind not absolutely blind 
ed by prejudiao that Columbia lias lost 
iu timo and money and self respect 
through tho fantastic tricks of her prag 
m-atiu.il Premier, And all this without 
takinK into account the extreme vague 
uoss of tho so-called new terms iu other 
respeois and the doubt existing as tu 
whether they bind Canada at all - 
whether Canada has not, through the 
bungling of our Government, been re- 
leased from the old bond without being 
brought under a ncir.

Pacific Railway, 

Tho debate on tho Pacific Riihvay poli- 
cy of iho Government was resumed ou the 
12th inst. 

The Hon. Mr. Mackenzie, in alludinsr 
to some attacks about tho purchase of 
steel rail j, stated that a most favorable 
bargain had been made. The Govern- 
ment could have realized §100,000 on 
thoir bargain a week after it was conclud- 
ed. He made an elaborate statement of 
the route, otc, of tho eastern portions of 
railway. 

Mr. DeCosmos congratulated the First 
Minister upon the statement he had made 
after which ho proceeded to oriticize the I 
polioy of the Government towards Brit 
ish Columbia. condemning the Pivmior 
for taking tho position that tho road be 
tween Nanaimo and Esqnimalt was no 
part of Canada's obligation. He proceed- 
ed to rofer to tho construction of tin- 
graving dook at Euiiiiinn.lt, and saul lhat 
the lato Government agreed to give 
§250,000 towards the expense of tho work. 
Tho head of tho present Government 
ugroed to do tho same, and, ho regretted 
to say, becauso it did not redound to the 
honour of tho House, that ho subsequent- 
ly repudiated his agreement. Yet the 
First Miniitor had hail tho audacity to 
tell Lord Carnarvon that the Govern- 
ment wero aiding British Columbia in 
tho oonstruation of this dock. Ho oharg- 
od tho Government with having made 
many of tho statements found In tno 
despatches in tho Blue book with tho ul- 
terior view of making a point with the 
country. He oonoluded by affirming that 
British Columbia would bo able to osti- 
mate tho value of a Government whose 
head had repudiated agroetnouts solemn- 
ly entered into. 

Mr. Rosa (Middlosox) Raid that while 
ho agreed that it was important that via 
should have railway communication with 
every Province in tho Dominion, still it 
would have beon pi udont if the House 
had first ascertained tho naturo of tho 
obligations to bo entered into before ap- 
proving of tho scheme, which w.vi cer- 
tainly not tv oommnrciul one. In viow of 
tho fact that British Columbia contribut- 
I ed so littlo to tho rovonuo of tho Domin- 



ion, it would bo mora fittiug if hor re 
presentatives were mora moderate in 
their demands and more rnodost in their 
tone Ho contended that tho branch in 
Vancouver Island was to all intents and 
purposes a local road. 

Mr. Roacoo contended that in this 
country railways wore not built to follow 
colonization, but they induced it. Ho re- 
ferred to tho speech of tho hon. member 
for South Bruce on tho question, and as- 
sorted that ho had not troatod Lord Car- 
narvon with adequate respect. The po- 
sition wan very dilleront from what the 
hon. gentleman stated, and it was to be 
remembered that tho Imperial Govern- 
ment could have passed an Act revising 
the union between thoDomiuion and that 
pEAviuce. 

Mr. Bunster said British Columbia had 
never asked anything more thun that the 
U ) minion should carry out tho terms. Ho 
wished to beam rail route discussed, 
and not a steamboat one, that would 
not bo open for more than live months in 
the year. Did anybody suppose that 
Canada could ovor become great without 
British Columbia? His country was a 
much bettor one than that through which 
the Union and Central Pacific Bail nay 
had to pass. British Columbia would 
n it be ex uding if she wero to demand tha 
lultilmentof the original contract. If the 
Americans could build a railway and yot 
carrv on a war, surely Canada could build 
the Canada Pacific in a time of peace. If 
the road wero built the Canadians who 
had left British Columbia would return, 
lie complained that the Govornmont pro- 
vised nothing definite; 

Mr. Oliver said that British Columbia 
had but a population of ten thousand 
ivhito people, and if Ontario made a de- 
mand in proportion to her population, 
three hundred millions of dollars would 
have to he spent in that Province within 
the next fifteen years. If auy Province 
had a right to bo aided in connection 
with railways it was Manitoba, as the 
lands of that Province being in charge of 
the Dominion, the Legislature could not 
mike land grants lor any railroad 
schemes.

If hon. gentlemen who are so cantions 
and prudent, who think that tho building

up the country, create states where thoro 
aro now but deserts, givj birth to a teem- 
ing population on prairies whose solo 
inhabitants are the buffalo, tho antelope 
and the grizzly, and all for tho paltry Bum 
of a few mil lion dollars. Sir.it would 
bo a foolish thing for the people of Cana- 
da wero they so far to neglect their own 
interests to throw cold water upon this 
great project, as tho hon. member for 
South Bruce has tried to do in his speech, 
which, I am happy to hear, did not me-t 
with the approval of the peoploof Onta- 
rio.' It certainly did receive and justly 
so, too, tho severest condemation from 
the people of the outlying Provinces of 
tho Dominion. It would ba difficult to 
understand why the merchants of this 
country refuse to take the China and 
Eist India trade into their own hands, or 
why they should persist in procuring 
their own goods through foreign souroes, 
aud relying for their supplies noon the 
o -ntinuanje of amicable relations with 
the United Slates, whin such » splendid 
opportunity is offbro 1 for thorn to have 
not only their own trade in thair own 
hands, but of commanding and contro!- 
ing tha Whole Asiatic import and export 
business. There has been a groat deal 
said about the roud bee iming a burdtu 
upon tho country. I deny that it ever 
will be a burden to the country, for tho 
very mo-neiit it is open for traffic it will 
givo an impetus to every branoh of trado 
in tins cuuntry such as no ono has yet the 
most remote conception of. Yon will 
probably bo able to induce tho 500,000 
Canadians that are now in tho United 
States to return to their native soil; and 
they, in themselves, could aud would 
hive built tho Canadian Pacific Railway.
